13 people transported to hospital for symptoms of headache and nausea

WILMINGTON The 
Shawsheen Elementary School 
was back in business on 
Tuesday, after a full battery of 
tests revealed nothing to 
report. It remained closed on 
Monday following Friday’s full- 
scale evacuation due to com- 
plaints of headaches and nau- 
sea associated with an odor 
that some described as pep- 
pery. Several staff members 
and students were transported 
to area hospitals for evaluation. 

Wilmington Fire Department 
crews responded to the school 
following. an 11:11 a.m. call 
reporting a possible gas leak. 
The school was examined, but 
gas detection equipment indi- 
cated no sign of a leak. 

Our initial assessment found 
nothing to indicate that a gas 
leak existed, Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart said. 

Meanwhile, Superintendent of 
Schools William McAlduff and 
Shawsheen Elementary School 
officials discussed the situation 
and agreed to evacuate the 
building.

Files petition with STB for reconsideration 


New England  Transrail 
(NET) wasted no time in 
responding to the Surface 
Transportation Board’s dis- 
missal of its proposed reload 
facility. 

The federally regulated

The confusion surrounding 
whether or not a right-hand 
turn is a legal traffic movement 
at an intersection displaying a 
red arrow has been clarified. 
Last week the Town Crier 
reported that Wilmington 
Police had been... advising 
motorists entering the intersec- 
tion of Routes 62 and 38 from 
Burlington Avenue that making 
a right turn while a steady red 
arrow was displayed was not 
permissible. 
Motorists were confused by 
that call, however, as Chapter 4 
of Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles’ Driver's 
Manual states that, A steady 


red arrow means the same as a 
steady red, circular signal. The 
manual further states, The 
same rules for ‘turning on red’ 
apply. 

The rules for a steady circular 
red traffic light stipulate a full 
stop until the light turns green 
A right turn on a circular red 
light is permitted only after a 
complete stop and only after 
yielding to pedestrians and 
oncoming traffic.

Three hundred year old house scheduled for demolition

WILMINGTON The 
Historical Commission will be 
working hard, but its efforts to 
save the Butters Farm located 
at 165 Chestnut Street faces a 
deadline. 

The land that the 300-plus 
year old home stands on is slat- 
ed for development, along with 
five other adjacent lots. The 
owner of the property currently 
has an offer of $450,000 from 


local developer Joseph 
Langone’s Northeastern 
Development Because the 


land has received tax breaks 


over the years as an agricultur- 
al property, however, state law, 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 61A, provides the 
Town right-of-first-refusal. In 
other words, with a matching 
offer of $450,000 the town would 
have the right to purchase the 


property. 
Carolyn Harris, Chairman of 
the Historical Commission, 


described the Butters Farm as 
a silent witness to American 
history when she appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen 
on Monday night 

“This house was almost a hun- 


dred years old when the 
Declaration of Independence 
was written,” Harris said. “It 
was over a hundred years old 
when our Constitution was writ- 
ten. That house has stood its 
ground through thick and thin, 
through storms, through hurri- 
canes, through rds, 
through years and years 
wars, but it is not going to sur- 
vive Joe Langone’s new house.” 

Harris asked the Board for 
two things.

Under NEPA _ (National 
Environmental Policy Act) the

To save Butters Farm 


Three hundred year old house scheduled for demolition 
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Chapter 61A until the Historical 
Commission has explored every 
possible way to raise funds for 
‘saving the house. The 
Commission would investigate 
options such as federal and 
state grants, political preserva- 
tionists, private endowments 
and foundations. 

Under Chapter 61A, the town’s 
right to first refusal must be 
exercised within 120 days. 

Harris also asked that the 
Board allow the Commission to 
utilize every resource that the 
town has to offer in this endeav- 
or. 

“I’ve always believed that 
where there is a will, there is a 
way,” Harris said. “What I am 
asking is for you to give the 
Historical Commission the 
‘will’ so that we can begin to 
find a solution.” 

Selectmen generally support- 
ed Harris’ request. Selectman 
Michael McCoy expressed 
desire to provide the 
Commission with the time to 
explore the situation, but point- 
ed out that at some point soon 
the Board may have to make a 
difficult decision. He asked 
that a tour of the property be 
arranged for the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Historical Commission mem- 
ber James Murray pointed out 
that Wilmington is one of the 
few communities in the state 
without conservation laws to 
protect historical sites and 
structures. 

“Basically, we strap ourselves 
in front of Bulldozers, that’s 
about all the teeth we have,” 
Murray said. “You are bulldoz- 
ing your history here piece, by 
piece, by piece in Wilmington. 
You have done nothing to help 
us out; to give us some teeth. 
It’s unfair to us as a commis- 
sion when the best thing we can 
do is get on our hands and 
knees and beg you for help.” 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
disputed Murray’s sentiment, 
citing several examples of the 
town’s commitment to the 
preservation of the history of 
Wilmington, including the fund- 
ing of a curator at the Harnden 
Tavern, the purchase through 
town funds of the Bond 
Collection. 

“It’s a free country and any- 
body can get ten signatures and 
bring an article to a town meet-

ing at anytime,” Caira said. 
“The fact that that hasn’t been 
done shouldn't discredit the 
Board of Selectmen or the town 
administration.” 

Caira did express optimism in 
the prospects to find a solution 
to save the property. He felt 
that if the group attending the 
Selectmen meeting was indica- 
tive of the general population a 
debt exclusion vote would likely 
pass at the upcoming special 
town meeting for the appropria- 
tion of the necessary $450,000. 

“It’s not like there’s $450,000 
sitting there, but that’s proba- 
bly the best way to determine 
whether or not the town is 
interested in this property,” 
Caira said. 

Langone was credited by 
Caira and by McCoy as having 
been very generous with the 
town, especially in regard to 
the school system.

William Butters II was elected 
one of Wilmington’s first 
Selectmen in 1731 
John Butters, grandson to 
William, Jr., was one of 14 
members of the Butters family 
to fight in the Revolutionary 
War. Descendents of the first 
William Butters, as a matter of 
fact, have served bravely in 
most of the major wars fought 
by the United States. 

Direct descendents of William 
Butters’ still reside — in 
Wilmington, but the Butters 
Farm was sold more than 40 
years ago.

Castulo “El  Pubeioso” 
Gonzalez, fighting out of 
Wilmington, improved his 
unbeaten professional record to 
40 as part of Knockout 
Boxing’s May 20th “Friday 
Night Fights.” 

Gonzalez, the 2003 Pan-Am 
Games silver medalist, gallant- 
ly took on a much heavier oppo- 
nent in Rashland Bland of 
Cincinnati. The match had 
been made at the 
Featherweight limit of 126 lbs, 
but Bland showed up for the 
weigh-in much heavier. 

According to Gonzalez’s train- 
er, Alex Rivera, they had some 
warning that Bland would not 
be able to make weight. 

“They called us on Thursday 
and told us that Bland might 
come in a little heavy, maybe 
130,” Rivera said. “I asked 
Castulo If he wanted to go up to 
130, but he wanted to stay at 126 
to show that he is a profession- 
al and can make the weight he 
agrees to.” 

Bland officially weighed in at 
142 lbs. By fight time, Castulo 
was up to 129 lbs. A weight dif- 
ference of 13 lbs is a tremen- 
dous disadvantage to overcome 
for any weight class, but espe- 
cially for the smaller fighters. 
Heavier fighters carry heavier 
punches. Just ask Oscar De La 
Heya; his recent attempt to 
move up six pounds, from 
Junior Middleweight (154 Ibs) 
to Middleweight (160 Ibs), 
proved unsuccessful. While a 
dominating figure at 154 lbs, his 
two fights at 160 lbs resulted in 
a disputed win over a decent, 
but unheralded, contender and 
a ninth round knockout loss 
against Bernard Hopkins. 

As the bell sounded in front of 
a couple of hundred fight fans 
at the National Guard Armory 
in Dorchester, Bland was ready 
to press his weight advantage. 
He came out fast after 
Gonzalez, but what Gonzalez 
lacked in size, he more than 
made up for in skill. Exhibiting 
impressive head movement, 
Gonzalez easily slipped punch- 
es before returning in kind. 

Gonzalez peppered his oppo- 
nent with dizzying combina- 
tions and backed the heavier 
man up against the ropes. 
Halfway through the round, 
Gonzalez put Bland on the can- 
vas with a straight right-hand. 
Bland got up at a count of eight 
and threw a wild right. 
Gonzalez easily moved out of 
the way, but the momentum 
carried Bland off his feet and 
put him right back on the can- 
vas. 

Gonzalez got caught with an 
uppereut and had his head 
snapped back by a straight 
right early in the second round,

harm’s way amid a flurry of 
desperate haymakers. 

Bland seemed to be coming 
on a bit in the third round. 
Gonzalez slipped the punches 
he could and took what he 
couldn't. Gonzalez ended the 
round, following an accidental 
head butt, with a series of dev- 
astating uppercuts delivered 
between Bland’s guard. 

The crowd was on its feet by 
the fourth round shouting 
encouragement to Gonzalez. 
Bland had no answer to 
Gonzalez's uppercuts, which 
just kept popping his head back 
incessantly. At times it 
appeared that the back of 
Bland’s skull would touch his 
spine. 

Alex, an accomplished ama- 
teur boxer in his own right, 
rose to his feet outside the cor- 
ner just long enough to shadow- 
box a four-punch combination. 
Gonzalez nailed Bland with an 
identical combination seconds 
later. Gonzalez won a unani- 
mous decision, taking all four 
rounds easily. That was the sec- 
ond, and the last, time that 
Alex will put his fighter up 
against a heavier opponent. 
True, Bland did not have the 
skill to make his weight advan- 
tage count, but with each new 
fight, the skill and danger of 
the opponent will increase. 

“You play baseball, you play 
football,” Alex said after the 
fight. “You don’t play boxing.” 

Alex has plenty of experience 
in the corner of professional 
fights, He has worked as assis- 
tant trainer to World Boxing 
Association heavyweight cham- 
pion John Ruiz for several 


years. Alex’s brother, Albert 
Rivera, also trains Gonzalez. 

“At 126 Ibs, Castulo is very 
strong, but at 122 lbs he is 
unstoppable,” Albert said after 
the fight. “He's going to be the 
champion of the world at 122 
Ibs.” 

Gonzalez said that his exten- 
sive amateur career served 
him well in the fight against 
Bland. He used his gloves to 
catch most of Bland’s punches 
and then counter-punched. 

“Fighting a guy 10 to 12 lbs 
heavier is difficult,” Gonzalez 
said. “He can take a bigger 
punch (than a smaller fighter 
can).” 

During the next fight, 
Gonzalez emerged from the 
locker room. He was freshly 
showered, but the abrasions on 
his face bore the evidence of his 
profession. 

“That kid is going to be cham- 
pion in a couple of years,” said 
Norm “Stoney” Stone, also of 
Wilmington who is the manag 
er/trainer of John Ruiz 

Gonzalez milled around and 
eventually made his way over 
to Alex, who stood holding his 
son. Gonzalez made eye contact 
with Alex’s infant son and let 
loose with an ear-to-ear smile 
before planting kiss on his 
cheek. 

“You'll never meet a better 
kid than him, either,” Stoney 
said, Gonzalez steps between 
the ropes again for a six-round 
fight as the main event on June 
10 at the Lynn Armory. 

Assuming all goes well, he's 
slated for his first television 
exposure on July ist as part of 
ESPN2’s Friday Night Fights 
at the Hampton Beach Casino.

“You figure we finished about 
half way in the league meet, so 
we beat a couple of teams we 
didn't beat in the regular sea- 
” said coach Bob Cripps, 
team finished 3-7 this 
season.

As it was, 
Chris was up with 250 feet to go, 
and that’s where the other 
Murray likes to make his move. 
This time, Chris wouldn't let 
him. He didn’t run his best, but 
given the conditions of the day 
it was very good.” 

It turns out Murray may have 
had a secret weapon in his 
arsenal: new shoes. The senior 
had been running in the same 
shoes for four years, and the 
coach finally had enough. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said 
Cripps. “For four years, he’s 
run cross-country, indoor track 
and outdoor track with the 
same pair of shoes. Shoes usu- 
ally last a season at the most, 
and are not designed to last 
that long. So he got new shoes 
on Friday and used them 
Saturday. I think that’s why he 
beat the other Murray. He had 
a new tool: traction.” 

Wilmington’s _ second-best 
event was the 800-meters where 
two runners claimed seven 
points. Alex Chalmers finished 
third (six points) with a time of 
2:04.92 and P. J. Russo took 
sixth place (one point) with a 


time of 2:10.73 

Elsewhere in the running 
events, the Wildcats scored 
points in the relay events. The

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Shawsheen Tech Sports Round-Up 


Several teams on verge of playoff spot

The Shawsheen Tech baseball 
team continues to roll along as 
they prepare for the state tour- 
nament and hopefully the state 
vocational tournament as well. 

With two more wins this past 
week, at Chelsea on Thursday 
and at Greater Lowell on 
Saturday, the Rams improved 
their record to 14-3 overall and 
remained in contention for the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Upper Division 
crown with an 11-3 mark with- 
in the league. 

Against Greater Lowell the 
Rams got an outstanding 
pitching performance from 
senior Jay Sholl of Tewksbury 
to earn a key 3-0 win. The 
righthander allowed only four 
hits during his complete game 
shutout, while striking out 
seven and walking only one. 

“Jay had all three pitches 
working for him and_ his 
changeup was especially dev- 
astating,” Shawsheen coach 
Kevin Bloom said. “At one 
point he retried nine batters in 
a row and then he showed his 
stamina by getting the final 
four batters of the game.” 

Sholl would get all the run he 
would need in the first inning 
and he had the key hit to put 
the Rams on top 1 as he 
delivered a two out single to 
drive in a run. Greater Lowell 
pitcher Ariel Ramos was out- 
standing as well, retiring the 
next 13 Rams before John 
Higgins scored Wilmington 
resident Dan Reed on a sacri- 
fice fly for a 2-0 lead. 

“That was a real nice at bat 
for John,” Bloom said. “He got 
a pitch up and he knew he 
could get it to the outfield.” 

Reed drove in the Rams final 
run of the game with a clutch 
two out double in the top of the 
seventh. 

That double was hardly 
Reed’s only big hit of the week. 
In the Rams 65 win over 
Chelsea last Thursday Reed 
had two hits including a home 
run and drove in four runs.

“Danny’s been stinging the 
ball as of late, but he has had 
buzzards luck and the ball has 
not been falling in, but he 
made some adjustments and it 
paid off,” Bloom said.

Even with all the publicity 
and news stories, over 12,000 
prohibited items are still being 
removed from airport travelers 
every month and the owners 
can say good-by to them, as 
well as worry about facing civil 
and criminal penalties. 

Transportation Safety 
Administration (TSA) 
spokesperson Ann Davis said, 
“At Logan Airport we continue 
to collect about 12,000 prohibit- 
ed items per-month. They run 
the gamut, but the most com- 
mon are scissors or some kind 
of knife.” 

The items go into a secure 
holding place, once they are 
removed from the offending 
traveler. When too many items 
are collected, they are then 
shipped to the State Office of 
Surplus Property in New 
Hampshire. 

According to Davis, “The 
pick-up schedule varies on the 
number of items available.” 

She added the disposal pro- 
cedures are different from air- 
port to airport, However, in all 
cases the owner will not see 
their property once it has been 
confiscated by TSA officials. 

Davis noted that TSA offi- 
cers not only focus on weapon- 
like items, but on anything that 
may cause a danger in an air- 
plane. Hazardous materials 
such as paint thinner or mace 


are also on the prohibited 


items list. 

“The TSA officers arrange 
for disposal (of hazardous 
material items), according to 
environmental guidelines,” 
Davis said. 

In fact, the list for what can 
and cannot be carried on an 
airplane is about four pages 
long. There are a number of 
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surprises about what may and 
may not be carried on a plane 
or kept in the checked luggage. 

The following items are 
allowed on a plane both as 
carry-on and in checked lug- 
gage. Personal items such as: 
cigar cutters, corkscrews, cuti- 
cle cutters, eyeglass repair 
tools (including screwdrivers), 
knitting and crochet needles, 
knives (round-bladed butter or 
plastic), nail clippers, nail 
files, personal care or toi- 
letries with aerosols, in limited 
quantities (such as hairsprays, 
deodorants), safety razors 
(including disposable razors), 
scissors (plastic or metal with 
blunt tips). Toy guns that are 
not realistic looking are also 
allowed. 

Ice axes and/or picks can 
be taken as stored luggage but 
are not allowed as carry-on 
items, 

Although  cigarette/cigar 
lighters are not allowed as 
carry-on items, they are 
allowed in checked baggage if 
they are empty of lighter fluid 
‘Travelers may take up to four 
books of matches with them on 
board an airplane. 

Since the events of 9/11 all 
checked luggage is screened 
for explosives. Davis noted 
that prior to that infamous 
date, only nine percent of the 
luggage was screened. 

She added, “If explosives 
are found, it would call for a 
bomb sqdad response and a 
complete evacuation of the 
area, When illegal items are 
found the State Police are noti- 
fied and the passenger who 
checked the luggage is locat- 
ed.” 


The permitted and prohibit- 
ed items list is complemented 
by a four page report on the 
civil liabilities that a traveler 
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may face for having certain 
items on their person or in 
their checked luggage. These 
liabilities range from $250 to 
$10,000 in fines and in some 
cases the offense can lead to a 
criminal charge being lodged 
against the offending traveler. 

According to Davis, “The 
TSA has civil penalties avail- 
able to hold accountable those 
passengers that bring illegal 
items to the checkpoints or in 
their luggage. The fines vary 
on the severity of the item.” 

She added “We rely on our 
law enforcement partners to 
apply any state or local laws 
that are applicable. This could 
result in criminal penalties.*” 

In its printed guidelines the 
Agency states, “TSA needs the 
help of the traveling public in 
reducing the number of pro- 
hibited items brought to air- 
port screening checkpoints. 
TSA recognizes that most pas- 
sengers who carry prohibited 
items do so without any ill 
intent. TSA does not impose 
fines on the vast number of 
passengers who inadvertently 
carry prohibited items 

“Dealing with any prohibit: 
ed item, however, adds time to 
the screening process both for 
the traveler who brought the 
item and for other travelers as 
well. Some items pose such a 
risk to the traveling public and 
the screening workforce that 
TSA will consider imposing a 
fine on the traveler. 

“Items for which fines may 
be imposed include firearms, 
ammunition, explosives, and 
certain dangerous _ knifes. 
Fines also may be imposed 
when passengers attempt to 
artfully conceal prohibited 
items or behave in a manner 
that is so uncooperative and 
disruptive that it physically 
interferes with the screening 
process. 


The TSA printed material 
notes the agency’s mission is 
to “..protect the Nation's 
transportation systems to 
ensure freedom of movement 
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for people and commerce.” 

The agency provides sever- 
al pieces of information to help 
travelers reduce the wait time 
at the checkpoints while ensur- 
ing they have a safe flight. 
Below are suggestions to fol- 
low before arriving at the air- 
port 

Y Do not pack or bring 
Prohibited Items to the air- 
port. Read the Permitted and 
Prohibited Items list 

Y Place valuables such as 
jewelry, cash and laptop com- 
puters in carry-on baggage 
only. 

Y Tape your business card 
to the bottom of your laptop. 

L Avoid wearing clothing, 
jewelry and accessories that 
contain metal. Metal items 
may set off the alarm on the 
metal detector. 

> Avoid wearing shoes that 
contain metal or have thick 
soles or heels. Many types of 
footwear will require addition- 
al screening even if the metal 
detector does not alarm. 

¥ Put all undeveloped film 
and cameras with film in your 
carry-on baggage. Checked 
baggage screening equipment 
will damage undeveloped film. 

Y Declare firearms” & 
ammunition to your airline 
and place them in your 
checked baggage. 

¥ If you wish to lock your 
baggage, use a TSA-recognized 
lock 

Y Do not bring lighters or 
prohibited matches to the air- 
port 

¥ Do not pack wrapped 
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gifts and do not bring wrapped 
gifts to the checkpoint. Wrap 
on arrival ‘or ship your gifts 
prior to your departure. TSA 
may have to unwrap packages 
for security reasons. 

After arriving at the air- 
port, travelers should follow 
these suggestions: 

¥ Each adult traveler needs 
to keep available his/her air- 
line boarding pass and govern- 
ment-issued photo ID until 
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‘Tape your business 
card to the bottom of 
your laptop and don’t 
carry your undeveloped 
film in your checked 
baggage’ A lighter is 
okay in your checked 
baggage BUT, it must be 
empty of lighter fluid. 
The TSA offers various 
tips to follow before leav- 
ing for the airport.

Due to different airport 
configurations, at many air. 
ports you will be required to 
display these documents more 
than once. 

Place the following items 
in your carry-on baggage or in 
a plastic bag prior to entering 
the screening checkpoint 
mobile phones; keys; loose 
change; money clips; PDA's 
(personal data assistants) 
large amounts of jewelry, 
metal hair decorations; large 
belt buckles;

Lucas wisely has placed 
the emphasis this time on 
elaborate lightsaber duels 
between Anakin and mentor 
Obi-Wan Kenobi (Ewan 
McGregor) against the Sith 
lord Count Dooku 
(Christopher Lee), and ulti- 
mately between Anakin and 
Obi-Wan themselves. Some of 
the biggest thrills come from 
tiny Yoda, the Jedi master 
who's at the height of his 
powers here. 

Lucas' writing still leaves 
something to be desired, 
though, especially during the 
exchanges between Anakin 
and his secret bride, Senator 
Padme Amidala (Natalie

stands to receive as much as
